The Elba City Council 
answered the question 
Monday night, Nov. 29, 
of who would be the new 
police chief for Elba when 
a vote of the council con- 
firmed the appointment of 
Troy Staley for the job. 

Mayor Tom Maddox had 
appointed a “Police Chief 
Committee” to process 
applications, and interview 
candidates. That commit- 
tee included the mayor, city 
clerk Sally Bane, council 
member A R Williams, and 
Elba citizen Kelly Shehee. 

A total of 18 applications 
were received for the police 
chief position, and the com- 
mittee interviewed six can- 
didates. 

During Monday night’s 
council meeting, Mayor 
Maddox recommended the 
appointment of Harold L. 
(Troy) Staley to be the next 
police chief in Elba. His 
recommendation, made in

the form of a motion, was 
seconded by councilmem- 
ber Williams. All voted in 
favor of the appointment. 
Maddox said Staley is 
originally from the Gantt, 
Ala. area, and he gradu- 
ated from Red Level High 
School. After high school, 
he went on to play foot- 
ball for St. Olaf College 
in Northfield, Minn., and 
he graduated there with a

Bachelor of Arts degree in 
mathematics. 

After college, Staley 
moved back to Alabama 
and began his career in 
law enforcement with the 
Opp Police Department. He 
later was Chief of Police for 
Castleberry before accept- 
ing a job with the Alabama 
Bureau of Pardons and 
Paroles. 

Currently, Staley is work- 
ing again with the Opp 
Police Department as a 
Patrol Sergeant. 

The mayor said Staley 
already had begun the pro- 
cess of preparing to move to 
Elba. He added that Staley 
has four daughters, three 
of which will be attend- 
ing Elba City Schools next 
school year. 

“J have called several of 
the people I know that know 
[Staley], and several of the 
comments were he is very 
hardworking, level-headed, 
believes in work, and likes 
to work,” Mayor Maddox 
said. “I guess everyone I 
talked with in Covington 
County said they hate to 
lose him. We are excited 
to have him as our police 
chief.” 

Staley said he hopes to 
‘quickly provide quality and 
professionalism to the Elba 
Police Department once he 
begins work. Also, he said it 
is important to him to bring 
a sense of security to the 
citizens. 

“The buzz has gotten out 
that I possibly would be

Wright C-USA Defensive Player of the Year 


BIRMINGHAM, ALA. — 
Pro Football Focus (PFF) 
released its 2021 All- 
Conference USA Teams 
and honored University of 
Alabama at Birmingham 
(UAB) defensive end Alex 
Wright as the C-USA 
Defensive Player of the 
Year. 

On Wright, PFF noted: 
“Wright earned a 91.3 PFF 
grade over the regular sea- 
son, the second-highest in 
the FBS, and played sound- 
ly against the run and pass. 
The 6-foot-7, 270-pound 
edge defender finished the 
regular season as one of the 
seven FBS edge defenders 
who put up an 80.0-plus PFF 
grade in both run defense 
and as a pass-rusher. Wright 
generated a 19.9% pressure 
rate and 26.1% pass-rush 
win rate in 2021, top-five 
marks at the position.” 

The Elba, Ala., native had 
a monster season on the 
edge with 42 total tackles, 
7.5 TEL, 7.0 sacks, 12 quar- 
terback hurries, three pass 
breakups and two forced 
fumbles. He was named 
Conference USA Defensive 
Player of the Week on Oct.

11 for his performance 
against Florida Atlantic. 

Wright led a unit that 
finished the regular sea- 
son ranked No. 17 nation- 
ally in total defense (323.3) 
and No. 14 in rush defense 
(104.2). The UAB Blazers 
look to have a big perfor- 
mance in the bowl game to 
finish top 10 nationally in 
total defense for a fourth 
straight year. 

PFF also announced 
its All-Conference USA 
Teams. This is the first 


of many All-Conference 
USA Teams and All- 
America Teams that will 
be announced over the next 
several weeks. Conference 
USA will announce its All- 
Conference USA Teams on 
Dec.,7. 

Wright is a 2019 graduate 
of Elba High School. He 
is the son of Elba’s Aretha 
Wright.

Elba City Council approves resurfacing project

The Elba City Council approved a reso- 
lution Monday night, Nov. 29, during its 
regular bi-monthly meeting for street resur- 
facing work around the square in down- 
town Elba. 

Utilizing Rebuild Alabama Gas Tax 
funds for the project, the city approved 
a proposal from Wiregrass “Construction 
Company in the amount of $49,950 for 
the work, The project includes resur- 
facing of Simmons Street from Factory 
Avenue to Court Avenue; Court Avenue 
from Simmons Street to Davis Street; and 
Factory Avenue from Simmons Street to 
Davis Street. 

Mayor Tom Maddox noted that the proj- 
ect cost was below the $50,000 public 
works threshold, which allowed the project 
to be let rather than it having to be adver- 


It was further noted by the mayor and 
City Clerk Sally Bane that Wiregrass 
Construction already was in Elba working 
on resurfacing projects on roads involved 
in other ongoing projects, and that made 
way for a better proposed price for this 
particular Bene approved Monday night 
by the council 

Once all the resurfacing projects are 
completed, including a resurfacing project 
by the state department of transportation on 
Davis Street, the entire downtown square 
area will have new road resurfacing. 

Mayor Maddox said officials with 
Wiregrass Construction said they felt the 
resurfacing of the project approved by the 
council at Monday night’s meeting could be 
completed before Elba’s Christmas Parade 
set for Monday night, Dec. 6th.

Reflections

When Trouble Comes 


I was at the dermatologist’s office for my semi-annual 
cancer screening, wearing the gown that’s open at the 
back. My phone buzzed. “Please call me,” my wife texted 
in all caps. I called to find “someone” had left the lights on 
overnight in her car and the battery was dead. In the midst 
of helping her decide what to do, the doc and her entourage 
came into the exam room. I explained apologetically that I 
needed just a minute. 

“That’s fine,” she said. “Just stand still and I’ll start on 
your back.” 

So while I completed the call, she began to probe my 
hinder parts with three female assistants looking on. I sup- 
pose it was no time for modesty as I dealt with the crisis 
of the dead battery and the potential crisis of precancerous 
spots! 

The doctor wacked off two suspicious lesions that, for- 
tunately, were benign, and a kindly neighbor pulled his 
truck into our driveway and jump started the car. So, we 
survived the crisis of the moment. 

I thought how often trouble comes when we’re busy 
doing other things--trouble much worse than I experi- 
enced. 

This happened in our church over the past months. A 
church member had a government agency show up at his 
business and declare he had to spend thousands of dollars 
for site improvements he’d not planned for. Another mem- 
ber went for‘a routine blood test. His doctor saw something 
he didn’t like and sent him to a specialist. Another person 
got a call that her mom in another state had fallen and 
needed brain surgery. A church staff member learned that 
a teen-ager in a former church was in an accident and died 
a few days later. 

I’m sure every community of faith can recount seasons 
of difficulty. 

In the midst of trouble we often feel no one cares about 
us. We may even feel abandoned by God. Phillip Yancey 
wrote, “Where Is God When It Hurts?” —a sentiment com- 
monly expressed, 

“Why is God letting this happen to me?” we think, and 
“What’s this all about? I’m trying to be the best person I 
can be.” 

I frequently share Paul’s word in 2 Corinthians 1:4 at 
funeral services where families often feel this abandon- 
ment. Paul said in trouble we receive the “comfort of 
God.” We have the assurance that he cares for us whether 
we realize it at that moment or not. — 

Paul went on to say that we use the same comfort to 
comfort others in their time of need. Thus every experi- 
ence of trouble is a stewardship. God gives us strength suf- 
ficient, and later we can confidently and lovingly share our 
testimony of endurance to encourage others in their trials.

Brantley ousted in 21-18 
semifinal loss to Sweet Water

The top-ranked and undefeated Brantley Bulldogs and 
second-ranked and undefeated Sweet Water Bulldogs 
clashed Friday night in the semifinals of the Class 1A state 
football playoffs at David Lowery Stadium, and after four 
quarters of action in a game that resembled a heavyweight 
bout it was the Bulldogs from Marengo County that had 
punched their tickets to the state finals with a 21-18 win 
over the green-clad Bulldogs from Brantley High School. 

Sweet Water grabbed a 7-0 lead with 5:44 remaining 
in the first quarter on a 5-yard touchdown run by Walker 
Thompson and an extra-point by Alan Cole, but Brantley 
bounced back and cut the deficit to 7-6 with 51-seconds 
left in the quarter on 13-yard scoring run by Tucker 
Kilcrease. 

Sweet Water stretched its lead to 14-6 with 3:05 
remaining in the second quarter on a 6-yard touchdown 
toss from Thompson to Lashon Young and a Cole extra- 
point. However, Brantley again answered the challenge 
and with only 8-econds left in the half again cut into the 
deficit when Robert Shine bulled over the goal line from 
two yards out. A two-point conversion try failed, but at 
the half the Bulldogs from Crenshaw County had pulled 
within 14-12. 

Brantley took its only lead of the night with 3:40 left 
in the third quarter on a 40-yard pass from Jayden Parks 
to Morrell Edwards as the hometown Bulldogs moved 
on top 18-14. However, a two-point attempt was again 
unsuccessful as the lead remained at four points. 

Sweet Water moved back on top 21-18 with 10:30 
left in the fourth quarter on a 10-yard pass from Walker 
Thompson to Trace Luker, and Cole’s third extra-point of 
the game, and this time Brantley failed to answer the score 
as Sweet Water headed home with the hard fought 21-18 
playoff win. 

Kedrick Brown rushed for 71 yards on 14 carries and 
Tucker Kilcrease added 49 yards rushing on 8 carries to 
lead Brantley on the ground, while Morrell Edwards had 
one catch for 40 yards. In the game, the Bulldogs were 
successful on only 3 of 12 third down conversions and 2 
of 6 fourth down conversions. 

Jaland Lewis-Horton rushed for 99 yards on 23 carries 
and Christian Dunning added 71 yards on the ground 
on 14 carries, while Walker Thompson rushed for one 
touchdown and passed for two scores to lead Sweet Water. 
Sweet Water converted on 7 of 16 third down tries and 
converted both fourth down attempts. 

Both teams compiled 218 yards in total offense in the 
1A battle.
